automatically selecting, by a facilitation server, one of the plurality of 
exchanges for execution of the client order based on the one or more contracts in the order 
and based on electronically stored routing rules, wherein the electronically stored routing 
rules (i^ translate messages between a messaging laver and a message pro tocol: and fii) do 
not handle cancel/replace messages; 

automatically delivering, by the facilitation server, the order to the selected 
exchange for execution; 

wherein if, bas e d on oloctronically stor e d routing rul e s, th e a selected 
cxchango is th e at l e ast on e-automated exchange^ is further automatically processed 
proc es sing, by the facilitation server, said order to protect a position; and 
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oxchang e is tho at loaot ono non-automated exchangcj is automatically monitored 
monitoring, - by the facilitation serve r, said transaction in ord e r to take a furth e r position i « 
th e ord e r's contracts, if n e c es sary . 

Claim 2 (previously presented): A method in accordance with claim 1 wherein selecting 
one of the plurality of exchanges is also based on a national best bid/offer price for the 
contracts. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): A method in accordance with claim 1 wherein selecting on e 
of the plurality of e xohangos compris e s selecting tho at least one automated exchange is 
selected if tho order can b e e x e outod on th e at l e ast on e automat e d e xchang e. 

Claim 4 (currently amended): A method in accordance with claim 3 further including the 
step of; 

placing a facilitation order on the at l e ast on e selected automated exchange 
if an order is plac e d for moro than a pr e dotorminod numb e r of contraotG . 

Claim 5 (currently amended) : A method in accordance with claim 4 further including the 
step of: 

placing a contra order against the order on the selected at l e ast on e 
automated exchange. 
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Claim 6 (previously presented): A method in accordance with claim 1 further including 
the step of creating an instrument evidencing the transaction. 

Claim 7 (previously presented): A method in accordance with claim 1 further including 
the step of: 

providing a monitoring system to monitor the status of the order. 

Claim 8 (previously presented): A method in accordance with claim 7 further uicluding 
the step of: 

updating the monitoring system as each step occurs. 

Clam 9 (previously presented) : A method in accordance with claim 1 further including the 
step of: 

automatically hedging the order. 

Claim 10 (previously presented): A method in accordance with claim 1 further including 
the step of: 

recording the execution of each step of the transaction. 

Claim 1 1 (previously presented): A method in accordance with claim 1 further mcluding 
the step of: 

recording the execution of each step of the transaction in a database. 
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
